“ It  is  pretty  generally  known  that  To- 
ledo, formerly  a general,  (at  least  term- 
ed so)  in  the  service  of  the  insurgents,  a 
patriot  of  Mexico,  betrayed  the  cause, 
and  soid  himself  to  Onis  ti  c Spanish  mi- 
nister ; who  immediately  embarked  him 
f tr  Bordeaux,  recommending  him  in  the 
strongest  terms  to  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment, as  a person  of  the«greatcst  conse- 
quence, who  could  give  tlie  most  impor- 
tant information,  relative  to  all  the  views 
and  plat  s of  the  government  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and  partii ularly  those  of  Mr. 
Monroe,  as  lie  had  been  intimate  with 
him  when  secretary  of  state.  In  conse- 
quence of  tliis  valuable  information, 
which  itwas  expected  to  get  from  Tole- 
do, passports  were  sent  to  him  at  Bor- 
deaux, rnd  he  came. on  to  Madrid,  and 
he  has  been  employed  in  making  out 
statements  of  immense  plans  and  pro- 
jected revolutions,  all  of  which  (he 
ays ) are  not  only  countenanced  by  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  but  in 
fact  are  set  on  foot,  fomented,  and  kept 
up  in  the  different  parts  of  tee  Spanish 
American  settlements  by  express  agents 
1'r  .in  tue  United  States.  Toledo  states 
“ that  in  consequence  of  his  character  of 
a patriotic  general,  and  his  services  ren- 
dered when  lie  acted  as  a volunteer  aid 
to  the  commander  in  chief  in  tlie  defence 
of  New  Orleans,  he  was  admitted  into 
he  confidence  of  the  American  cabinet, 
and  that  he  became  acquainted  with  all 
heir  secret  plans,  and  Jirojects  for  aiding 
and  assisting  the  patriots,  or  insurgents  ; 
after  enumerating  a variety  of  them,  and 
drawing  from  t cm  a number  ol  inter- 
nees, he  established  beyond  a doubt  as 
he  states,  that  the  American  government 
arc  the  real  and  sole  protectors  of  all  the 
rev Auti. nary  chiefs!"  He  then  goes 
on,  giving  a particular  description  of  all 
G.e  principal  merchants,  newspapers, 
and  others  in  the  United  States,  who  are 
the  organs  of  communication,  and 
through  whom  the  supplies  art  procured. 
He  gites  a particular  description  of  alL 
the  revolutionary  chiefs,  particularly 
hose  of  M xico  and  its  provinces ; points 
o.it  tht  ir  talents , designates  those  who 
ought  to  be  mude  aivuy  with  by  poison 
r othencise,  and  those  who  would  rea- 
dily Come  over  to  the  royal  cause,  and 
would  deliver  up  tlie  others  ; in  fine,  hr 
pretends  to  be  in  the  secret  of  all,  and 
advisee  how  this  government  ought  to 
proceed. 

“ Tjie  principal  and  main  object  on 
which  he  lays  the  greatest  stress,  and 


endeavors  to  impress  the  same  on  gov 
eminent,  is  the  determined  hostile  con- 
duct of  that  of  the  United  States.  lie 
gives  the  character  of  Mr.  M mroe,  and 
ol  tlie  principal  persons  employed  at 
Washington. 

“ Don  Onis  is  not  behind  Toledo  in 
assurance  ; he  assures  the  government 
of  Spain,  that  they  may  place  the  most 
implicit  confidence  in  the  statement  of 
Tol,  do,  and  to  magnify  his  own  merit,  he 
docs  not  hesitate  to  charge  the  govern- 
ment of  America,  with  every  species  of 
any  thing  but  honesty.  The  stories  in- 
vented by  tluse  two  great  diplomatic 
characters,  have  had  a deep  effect  on  tnis 
weak  government,  and  no  attention  what- 
ever is  paid  to  any  thing  tiiat  h.  s refer- 
ence to  the  United  States  ; infact,  every 
American  claim  is  treated  with  the  great- 
est contempt — and  the  American  minis- 
ter with  premeditated  slight.

Th,  y 
purpose  making  application  to  Con- 
gress, should  it  be  thought  advi  cable, 
for  a site  or  sites  where  seminaries 
may  be  established,  witn  the  hope  of 
success,  and  where  the  arts  of  civilized 
life — agriculture,  domestic  economy,  Sec. 
in  conjunction  wjta  the  doctrines  ahd  du- 
ties ol  the  Gospel,  may  be  inculcated. — 
Tne  states  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  In- 
diana, and  O.iio,  together  with  t.ie  ter- 
ritories of  Illinois,  Alabama,  and  Michi- 
gan, exhibit  plains  for  spiritual  culturc, 
that  the  eye  of  pious  sympathy  can  never 
survey  without  the  tear  of  pity,  and  a 
heart  prepared  for  exertion.

Tne  ship  Palladium,  wnicu  arrived  at 
Salem  on  Friday*  from  Calcutta,  124 
days,  touched  at  the  island  of  Ascension, 
on  the  1 1th  of  October,  and  risked  the 
English  garrison  stationed  there.  The 
Essex  Register  gives  an  account,  the  sub- 
stance of  which  is  as  follows.  The  set- 
tlement consists  of  five  or  sic  buildings, 
ill  an  area  of  about  3000  yards  square, 
which  lias  been  cleared  of  cinder*'  by  the 
soldiers, . This  consists  oft.  e G Vvcrnor, 
Lt.  Governor,  and  forty  seamen,  hoys  and 
marines.  They  have  one  fort  of  ten,  and 
another  of  five  or  six  guns.  Apprehen- 
sions were  entertained  by  the  officers, 
that  Bonaparte  and  the  island  of  St.  He- 
lena re.  re  swallowed  up  by  an  earthquake. 
It  seems  that  three  transports,  the  Ocean, 
London  and  Alexander,  from  the  Isle  of 
France  for  England,  witii  part  of  the  1 2th 
regiment,  touched  at  Ascension  on  the 
2ftn  September,  having  on  tue  1 3c  . sail- 
ed from  St.  Helena.  But  on  tne  29th, 
70  miles  N.  IV.  of  the  island,  they  were 
alarmed  by  several  violent  shocks  of  an 
earthquake  repeated  at  short  intervals, 
w.rich  threw  several  persons  obt  of  their 
beds.  Four  days  afterwards  the  s .ip 
General  Graham  endeavored  to  make 
the  island,  but  could  not  find  i . They 
nad,  it  is  said,  excellent  chronometers  on 
board;  and  had  taken  several  sets  of  lu- 
nar observations.

Wc  have  letters  from  Orleans  of  the 
l.St.i  October,  at  which  time  the  calami- 
ty w ich  had  prevailed  so  long  there  had 
subsid  'd,  and  business  of  every  kind  was 
about  to  resume  its  former  activity. 

Accounts  received  at  Orleans  from 
Vera  Cruz  and  the  Havanna,  concur  in 
staring  that  Gen.  Mina  had  arrived,  with 
a powerful  force,  within  six  leagues  of 
the  city  of  Mexico;  and  a good  under- 
stanc  ing  was  expected  to  take  place  be- 
tween the  adverse  parties,  and  that  bote 
would  unite  in  maintaining  Mexico  as  an 
independent  nation. — [_ Aurora .

This  document  recommends  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  legislature  some  very  use- 
ful subjects;  among  which  that  of  the 
diffusion  of  education  is  decidedly  the 
most  important,  and  that  of  improving 
our  internal  navigation  and  public  roads 
the  next  in  magnitude  and  utility.  Wc 
cordially  concur  with  the  message  in  its 
plan  for  establishing  schools  in  every 
neighborhood  in  the  state,  for  the  edu- 
cation of  the  poor,  as  well  as  those  whose 
parents  may  be  able  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  that  great  source  of  enjoyment 
and  usefulness  to  mankind.  We  trust 
that  our  legislature  will  seriously  take 
up  the  subject:  the  establishment  of 
such  schools  would  erect  so  many  last- 
ing monuments  to  the  wisdom  and  pa- 
triotism of  those  by  whom  they  wers  au- 
thorized, and  future  generations  of  Ken- 
tuckians would  dwell  with  delight  upon 
the  memory  and  the  character  of  that  as- 
sembly which  should  have  conferred 
upon  them  tne  means  of  intelligence  and 
intellectual  illumination. 

W c are  happy  to  learn,  that  the  senate 
has  promptly  turned  its  attention  to  the  | 
Transylvania  University,  and  is  about  to 
impart  to  it  a sort  of  “aid”  quite  as  cs- 
iential  as  that  which  Mr.  Pope,  in  his 
message,  recommended.  The  board  of 
trustees  requires  pruning,  reduction  and 
regeneration ; and  we  devoutly  hope, 
that  by  appointing  gentlemen  of  good 
principles,  intelligence  and  learning, 
as  trustees,  the  legislature  will  demon- 
strate trie  wisdom  of  taking  the  appoint- 
ment into  their  own  hands,  and  at  the 
same  time  ensure  an  enlightened  repub- 
lican government  to  the  institution. — 
Little  will  have  been  gained  by  the 
change,  unless  the  naw  board  should 
possess  a character  of  decidedly  superior 
cast.  No  expediency  should  lea  I to  ap- 
pointments destitute  of  qualification  and 
correct  principles. 

The  supplying  of  criminals  in  the 
penitentiary  with  “ bibles  and  books  of 
morality,”  rvoukl  seem  to  us  a subject 
more  proper- for  the  consideration  of  our 
oib’.e  societies,  than  for  legislative  enact- 
ments. Wc  involuntarily,  as  it  were, 
shrink  with  dismay  from  every  proposi- 
tion which  has  a tendency  to  mingle  the 
interests  of  religion  with  matters  of  poli- 
tics: and  history  has  so  feelingly  describ- 
ed the  wiekod  political  views  which 
hypocritical  ambition  has  so  frequently 
sought  to  promote,  and  the  crimes  it 
has  committed,  under  the  cloak  of  pious 
zeal,  that  v.-e  at  once  suspect  the  execu- 
tive or  the  legislator  that  publicly  as- 
sumes the  appearance  of  extraordinary 
ardor  for  the  circulation  of  the  scrip- 
. ires,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  reii- 
gion. 

But  far  the  most  exceptionable  part  of 


the  message,  is  that  cowmen  tne  execu- 
tive reads  a lecture  to  the  legislature  on 
the  subject  of  government,  of  cheeks 
and  balances,  of  popular  excitements, 
and  all  that  sort  of  thing-— evidently  de- 
signed to  bear  upon  the  question  of  a 
new  election  of  governor,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  senate  from  obeying  the  pub-  , 
lie  will  on  the  occasion.  Wc  admit, 

“it  is  true,  that  every  excitement  of 
popular  feeling  and  passion  is  not  the 
will  of  the  community ;”  but  these 
excitements  are  generally  well  found- 
ed ; they  are  almost  invariably  pro- 
duced by  an  abuse  of  power  on  tne  pact 
of  those  in  office.  On  the  question  of  a 
new  election,  the  excitement  was  slow, 
steady,  and  gradual ; it  was  “ the  delibe- 
rate sense  of  the  people,”  calmly  and 
firmly  formed;  it,  therefore,  “cannot, 
ought  not,”  and  will  not  “ be  resisted” 
with  impunity.  The  case  of  a new  elec- 
lion  is  the  very  subject  on  which,  of  all 
others,  the  will  of  the  people  must  indu- 
bitably triumph,  and  on  which  the  prin- 
ciple laid  down  in  the  message,  that  the 
“ deliberate  sense  of  the  people  cannot, 
ought  not  to  be  resisted,”  holds  good.— 

The  public  impression  was  at  first  gene- 
rally against  a new  election ; but  long, 
cool,  “ deliberate”  reflection,  aided  and  \ 
enlightened  by  able  discussion,  stripped 
the  question  of  doubts,  prejudice  and 
obscurity,  and  convinced  tire  people  of 
the  all-importance  of  a new  election  of 
governor.  Obstinacy  and  an  affected 
independence,  on  the  part  of  certain  gen- 
tlemen in  the  legislature,  will,  if  persist- 
ed in,  meet  with  a due  reward  hereafter  v 
in  the  indignation  of  their  constituents. 

The  message,  in  its  denunciations  of 
the  “tumultuous  democracies  of  antiqui- 
ty,” “ popular  blasts,”  the  “ rashness  and 
intemperance”  of  the  people,  and  its 
eulogy  on  “ the  age  and  experience  of 
thesenate,”  only  calumniates  the  people, 
and,  with  the  shallow  artifice  of  over- 
weening ambition,  attempts  to  defeat  d 
their  will,  and  to  secure  the  governor  , 
and  his  secretary  in  office  for  two  years 
more. 

The  “ prospect  of  a political  jubilee,” 
in  the  “ oblivion  of  party  spirit,”  and  in  tilts 
general  “ harmony  of  opinion,”  held  out 
in  the  message,  is  perfectly  delusive : it 
will  never,  it  ought  never  to  take  place; 
for  it  can  only  exist  in  the  general  cor- 
ruption and  depravity  of  the  nation.  No 
administration  can  act  with  perfect  wis- 
dom or  virtue ; its  vicious  or  foolish  mea- 
sures ought  freely  to  be  censured,  and 
i corrected.  Party  spirit  is  essential- 
ly necessary  to  the  exertion  of  watchful- 
ness and  vigilance  over  the  transactions 
of  public  men : and  the  “ no-party"  cant 
of  the  times  flows  fronh  the  hypocrisy 
and  federalism  of  those  who,  by  lulling 
the  people  to  sleep,  expect  to  gain  their 
confidence,  and  get  into  office.  ' 

Tiiat  both  republicans  and  federalists 
have  “ been  partly  right  and  partly 
wrong,”  is  true;  but  the  practical  infer- 
ence deduced  in  the  message  from  tho 
fact,  exhibits  a destitution  of  political 
principle,  for  which  no  man  is  more  re- 
markable than  Secretary  Pope.  The 
man  or  party,  submitting  to  be  led  by 
him,  will  inevitably  be  drawn  into  the 
most  absurd  and  gross  misdemeanors. 

Republicans  have  sometimes  erred  ; 

federalists  have  seldom  been  right.  Re- 
publicans have  always  acted  on  the  side 
of  liberty  and  their  country.  Federalists 
have  been  the  zealous  supporters  of  « le- 
gitimate”  tyranny  in  Europe,  and  ille- 
gitimate tyranny  in.  America;  many  of 
them  deserted  their  country’s  cause  in 
the  late  war  ; they  attempted  to  dissolve 
the  union,  and  seek  protection  under  tho 
“wooden  walls  of  old  England;”  they 
supported  the  tyrannical  claims  of  En- 
gland on  the  subjects  of  search,  impress- 
ment, order's  in  council,  paper  blockades, 
and  tne  employment  of  savages  in  fight- 
ing the  Americans.  With  ail  this  dif- 
ference in  the  character  and  conduct  of 
the  two  parties,  it  is  neither  candid  nor 
nonest,  it  is  untrue,  to  say  that  they  are 
“ divided  by  the  nacre  magic  of  unmean- 
ing names.”

Assembly, 
that  “the  deliberate  sense  of  the  peopie 
cannot,  ought  not  to  be  resisted,”  a sen- 
timent so  congenial  with  that  entertained 
by  us,  coming  too,  from  the  executive 
at  tfris  time,  is  reciprocated  with  feelings 
becoming  the  character  of  our  republic. 

A government  founded  upon  principles 
as  nearly  allied  to  si  npie  democracies 
as  t.ie  safety  and  dispersed  situation  of 
the  people  will  allow  ; we  cannot  too  of- 
ten inquire  for  their  opinion,  and  remem- 
ber, in  the  language  of  his  excellency, 

“that  when  legitimately  exercised,  it 
must,  and  ought  to  prevail.” 

R solved,  therefore , by  the  General 
.Assembly  of  the  commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, That  while  we  duly  appreciate 
ids  excellency’s  communication;  “the 
i fight  of  instruction,”  that  sacred  boon  of 
liberty,  to  be  in  the  people,  we  hold  that 
they  have  at  all  times,  the  unquestionable) 
ght  to  demand  of  their  representatives, 
a perfect  compliance  with  their  will ; . 
for  in  this  consists  the  safety  of  our  free- 
dom ; and  we  hold  that  the  representative. { 
knowing  such  will,  and  refusing  to  com-  i 
plyy  ought  to  resign.

“ The  President  is  thought  to  have] 
strengthened  himself  very  much  by  rc-| 
cent  appointments.  We  should  not^j 
however,  judge  in  haste.  Mr.  Wirt  ha* 
distinguished  himself  greatly  as  a fin®! 
writer,  and,  in  some  measure,  as  a pleas-j 
ing  speaker  at  the  bar.  The  Brit  it  hi 


Spy  ranks  hioy  among  our  native  pro- 
ductions of  tl.*  class  to  which  it  belongs ; 
and  yet  there  is  more  of  the  art  of  litera- 
ry painting  in  that  production,  than  there 
is  of  solid  observation.  Mr.  Wirt  is  now 
before  the  public  as  a biographer,  and 
we  may  decide  whether  he  is  imbued  with 
any  of  the  sober  genius  of  Plutarch,  or 
is  to  be  added  to  the  long  list  of  Ameri- 
can biographers,  who  have  composed  so 
many  volumes  without  distinctly  develop- 
ing a single  genuine  trait  of  human  cha- 
racter. You  know  that  Mr.  Wirt  does 
not  rate  among  lawyers  of  the  very  first 
grade,  although  his  standing  at  the  har 
is  very  respectable.  I have  no  wish  to 
undervalue  him  ; on  the  contrary,  all  my 
wishes  are  in  his  favor:  but  we  ought  to 
endeavor  to  arrive  at  a just  estimation 
of  those  who  are  called  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  public  affairs,  and  not  rush  all 
at  once  into  fulsome  panegyric,  as  if  we 
had  nothing  els?  to  do  but  to  bepraise 
those  who  get  into  office.  T.ie  newspa- 
pers will  not  be  idle  ; and  as  theie  are 
(he  days  of  / lolilical  harmony , not  a wight 
of  them  will  raise  his  voice  in  a critical 
tone  at  any  public  character  whatever ; 
they,  of  course,  fall  into  a strain  of  flat- 
tery, so  much  the  more  absurd  and  dis- 
gusting, as  it  is  without  discrimination. 
The  prevalence  of  an  active  party  spirit, 
had,  at  least,  one  good  effect.  It  was 
severe  and  scrutinizing.  That  spirit, 
we  are  told,  has  disappeared ; and  as 
there  is  no  opposition,  every  thing  in  go- 
vernment rolls  one  way.  In  my  opinion, 
these  are  times  when  much  evil  may 
creep  into  public  affairs;  because,  as 
open  opposition  is  no  where  manifest- 
ed, investigation  slumbers,  and  the 
busy,  meddling  bodies,  who  formerly i 
found  employment  in  the  operations  or 
party  spirit,  all  push  forward  for  office 
and.  are  ready  to  support  any  project 
proposed  by  tue  dominant  power  in  the 
republic.  Col.  Monroe  may  be  said  to 
be  just  entering  on  his  administration  ; 
and,  in  truth,  he  has,  considering  the 
condition  of  Europe  and  South  America, 
an  arduous  task  before  him.  His  open 
ing  message  at  the  approaching  session 
of  Congress  will,  1 think,  decide  pretty  | 
much  the  complexion  of  ht3  political 
labors  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  I| 
wish  him  success  with  all  my  heart;  and 
he  certainly  has  an  able  adviser  in  Mr. 
Adams.  Mr.  Calhoun  goes  into  the 
war  department  very  young.  He  was  a| 
brisk,  lively,  member  of  the  late  Con- 
gress; but  whether  he  will  succeed  as 
well  as  Secretary  of  War,  as  he  did  in  the 
character  of  a representative  in  the  na- 
tional legislature,  remains  to  be  seen.”

Mr.  Clay,  and  the  old  offi- 
cers of  the  House  generally,  will,  I have 
So  doubt,  be  re-elected.  There  have 
been  whispers  of  opposition  to  Mr.  Clay 
as  speaker,  which  seem  to  indicate  some- 
thing like  intrigue  to  injure  that  gentle- 
man. But  the  political  standing  of  Mr. 
Clay;  his  acquaintance  with  the  rules 
and  forms  of  proceeding  in  the  House  of 
Representatives;  his  intelligence,  activi- 
ty of  mind,  and  decision  of  character, 
have  overawed  the  movers  in  this  little 
business  of  personal  envy,  insomuch  that 
the  whispers  of  opposition  were  not  of 
more  than  three  days  growth  before  they 
entirely  subsided. 

“The  movement  of  troops  on  our 
southern  frontier,  would  appear  to  sanc- 
tion the  opinion  that  our  government  in- 
tend to  drive  the  buccaneers  at  Amelia 
Island  from  that  place.

more  than  an  adventurer  in  pursuit  of. 
wealth  ; and  instead  of  aiding,  he  mate-! 
mlly  injures,  the  cause  of  the  Spanish 
patriots ; for  who  w ill  wish  well  to  a! 
cause  that  employs  a desperate  band  of | 
negroes  to  enforce  a lawless  system  of 
plunder  and  spoliation  ? We  are  to  con-! 
sider,  also,  that  the  cruizers  acting  under 
Aury  add  his  associates,  are  in  the  prac- 
tice of  capturing  vessels  engaged  in  the  j 
siave trade;  and  they  will  doubtless  at- \ 
tempt  to  introduce  the  slaves  into  the; 
United  States,  in  contravention  of  ouri 
laws.  The  object  of  Aury,  and  the  hue- ; 
caneers  of  his  class,  is  to  retain  a depot 
convenient  tothc  American  seas,  whither 
they  may  bring  their  prizes,  and  where 
a mock  court  of  adm.ralty,  acting  under 
his  authority,  may  condemn  vessels  and 
cargoes.  Our  merchants  would  be  at- 
tracted thither  to  purchase  goods,  which, 
tt  is  likely,  may  he  obtained  there  for  a 
low  price.  A single  reflection  will  con- 
vince you  that  any  court  of  admiralty  in- 
stituted under  Aury,  must  be  a mockery; 
for  the  claimants  would  not  dare  to  ven- 
ture there,  although  they  might  be  neu- 
trals, for  fear  of  the  black  biood-hounds, 
which  he  keeps  in  pay.  In  a late  instance, 
you  will  see  that  one  of  Amy’s  prize- 
masters  resisted  an  armed  vessel  of  the 
United  States ; and  Aurv  himself  re- 
fused to  surrender  the  prize  until  the, 
port  of  Amelia  was  blockahed. 

“ We  have  had  here  a misunderstand- 
ing between  commissioner  Lane  and  arch-; 
itect  Lat  robe,  and  tie  latter  lias  resigned 
bis  employment  under  government.  The 
affair  is  rather  of  a personal  nature;  but 
the  public  is  incidentally  concerned,  in- 
asmuch as  tiie  public  buildings  uuy 
thereby  be  delayed  in  tneir  progress  to-! 
wards  completion.  The  difference  be- ‘ 
tween  the  parties  maybe  resolved  into  a' 
clashing  between  the  prideof  official  au- 
thority on  the  pa  t of  Col.  Lane,  and  the] 
pride  of  professional  (architectural)  cua- 
racter  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Latrobe.  The, 
former  is  a plain  man,  littio  acquainted, , 


perhaps,  with  the  rules  of  architecture, 
but  honestly  zealous  in  driving  on  the 
public  works  as  fast  as  possible.  The 
latter  is  a man  of  genius,  and  of  expe- 
rience in  his  profession ; but,  like  all 
mCn  of  genius,  a little  eccentric  in  his 
notions.  I could  have  wished  that  Mr. 
Latrobe  had  remained  to  complete  what 
he  had  begun ; because,  even  of  two 
good  architects,  one  will  differ  from  the 
other,  and  thus  uniformity  and  beauty  of 
construction  may  be  defeated  in  relation 
to  the  national  buildings.” 


EXTRACT  TO  THE  EDITOR,  DATED 

Frankfort,  Ore.  4. 

“ Accompanying  this  letter  I send  you 
a copy  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor’s 
message  to  the  Legislature. 

The  only  important  business  on  which 
the  House  of  Representatives  has  as  yet 
acted,  is  the  question  of  a convention. 
On  Tuesday,  leave  was  asked  to  bring 
in  a bill  to  provide  for  taking  the  sense 
of  the  good  people  of  this  commonwealth 
on  the  propriety  of  calling  a convention. 
The  measure  was  promptly  defeated,  by 
the  house  refusing  leave  to  bring  in  the 
bill.  On  this  occasion  most  of  the  op- 
posers  of  a new  election  voted  for  the 
leave,  and  are  understood  to  be  favorable 
to  the  proposed  project.  Who  is  it  now 
that  wishes  to  unhinge  society  I cannot 
predict  what  will  be  the  next  scheme  for 
defeating  the  new  election  question,  but 
presume  it  will  be  a proposition  to  take  the 
sense  of  tne  people  on  the  simple  question 
of  election,  or  no  election.  Instead  how- 
ever of  wasting  time  in  experiments  so 
useless  and  unnecessary,  it  is  hoped  and 
expected  that  the  representatives  of  the 
people  will  carry  into  effect  their  known 
will.  It  is  probable  that  this  highly  im- 
portant and  interesting  subject  will  trr-day 
be  introduced  into  the  house  of  repre- 
s -ntatives  ; in  which  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, it  is  fully  ascertained,  there  is  a 
large  majority  on  the  side  of  the  people’s 
rights. 

The  subject  of  internal  improvements 
is  much  spoken  of.  It  is  impracticable,  | 
at  this  time,  to  speak  with  certainly  of 
probable  results;  but  little'doubt,  how- 
ever, can  be  entertained  of  a favorable 
dis  >osition  in  both  houses,  to  adapt  some 
efficient  measures  for  opening  our  navi- 
gable streams,  and  the  construction  of 
good  roads  through  those  sections  of  the 
state  which  are  destitute  of  a water  con- 
veyance. The  only  appehrehension  of 
the  failure  of  success  in  the  encourage- 
ment of  objects  so  laudable,  and  in  tneir 
execution  so  beneficial,  is  suggested  by 
tne  inadequacy  of  the  means  to  the  num- 
ber and  extent  of  the  improvements  pro- 
posed, and  tne  operation  of  a jealous  spi- 
rit, ever  greedy  to  appropriate  to  its  own 
use  the  first  fruits  of  enlightened  indus- 
try and  public  munificence. 

Tne  house  lias  taken  up  the  subject  of 
inspections,  so  long  and  so  fatahy  ne- 
glected ; but  what  provisions  will  be  re- 
commended to  remove  existing  evils, 
and  provide  S|gaiugt.fipure  abus'-s,  can, 
at  presenf,  be  ouiyconjectured,  from  the 
gross  and  obvious  imperfections  of  our 
whole  inspection  system. 

In  t.ie  Senate,  leave  has  been  obtained 
to  bring  in  a bill  to  regulate  the  Tran- 
sylvania University.  I undei-stand  it  is 
intended  to  reduce  the  number  of  trustees ; 
to  elect  a new  board  ; and  to  abolish 
the  power  which  now  exists  in  that  body 
to  fill  up  its, own  vacancies.  But  little 
doubt  can  be  entertained  of  the  adoption 
of  the  above  modifications. 

An  attempt  will  be  again  made,  with 
doubtful  success,  to  change  the  mode  of 
summoning  petit  jurors.” 

EXTRVOT  FROM  FRANKFORT , DF.C.  11. 

“ The  subject  of  calling  a convention 
has  been  introduced  into  the  senate,  and 
the  sense  of  that  body  has  been  once 
taken  on  the  question:  20  members  ap- 
peared in  favor,  and  12  against  it.  If 
they  should  pass  the  bill,  the  house  will 
not.  Tne  republicans  are  ever  willing 
to  submit  every  great  political  question 
to  tbe  consideration  of  the  people  ; but 
when  the  public  voice  has  been  so  gene- 
rally, so  distinctly  and  unequivocally  ex- 
pressed in  favor  of  that  construction  of 
the  constitution  which  demands  a new 
election  of  governor,  it  is  not  deemed  at 
all  useful,  or  conducive  to  the  public  in- 
terests, to  call  a convention,  which  would 
only  involve  the  state  in  expense,  without 
ascertaining  and  fixing  the  sentiments  of 
toe  community  more  clearly  or  firmly, 
than  they  have  already  been  unfolded, 
on  the  subject.  Besides,  it  is  well  known 
that  the  federal  members,  who  are  anx- 
ious for  a convention,  are  solely  actuated 
by  the  desire  of  defeating  a new  election 
of  governor,  and  securing  the  continu- 
ance in  office  ol  Mr.  Slaughter  and  Mr. 
Hope.  A convention  could  not  be  had 
in  less  than  two  or  three  years,  in  the 
mode  proposed,  and  thought  to  he  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution.  By  that  time, 
the  present  acting  governor  would  have 
served  out  the  wnole  term  for  which 
Governor  Madison  was  elected  ; the 
people’s  rights  would  have  been  suspend- 
ed or  violated  for  that  long  period  ; and 
usurpation,  folly  and  incapacity  would 
have  prevailed  in  the  s’ate  councils,  in/ 
despite  of  the  public  will,  and  in  con- 
tempt of  the  dearest  principles  ol  tbe 
constitution.  A convention,  therefore, 
for  the  purpose  of  suspending  an  imme- 
diate decision  of  a new  election,  is  out  of 
the  question.  The  obstinate  and  anti 
republican  conduct  of  certain  senators, 
on  the  present  occasion,  is  truly  mortify- 
ing and  astonishing : it  strongly  incul- 
cates theneccssitytiiat  tlic  people  shou id 
punis.i,  in  an  exemplary  manner,  those 
ot  their  servants  who  disobey  tlu  ir  will ; 
and  nothing  but  a rigid  adherence  to  the 
practice  of  calling  them  to  account,  will 
save  the  government  from  degenerating 
into  a complete  aristocracy. 

“ Yesterday  the  bill  providing  for  a 
new  election,  was  taken  up  iat.ie  house. 
Mr.  Breckinridge  opened  the  debate, 
in  a speech  in  which  a complete  view  oi 


the  subject  Was  taken,  and  tlic  republi- 
can doctrine  pushed,  with  vigor  and 
ability,  to  its  just  extent. 

“ A bill  to  improve  the  navigation  of 
the  printipal  rivers  of  Kentucky,  will 
shortly  be  reported  in  the  house.  Mr. 
Rowan  shews  himself  an  enemy  to  in- 
ternal improvements.

A bill  has  been  introduced  to  amend 
the  duelling  law.  It  proposes  a repeal 
of  the  provision  which  imposes  the  oath 
on  members  of  the  legislature,  and  ex- 
tends the  time  as  to  all  other  persons  to 
the  first  of  December  1817,  thereby  ex- 
onerating all  who  incurred  its  penalties 
previous  to  that  period. 

Another  bill  proposes  more  cff-  P ually 
to  suppress  the  practice  of  gaming  by  im- 
posing a tax  of  55400  on  Billiard  Tabl  es, 
and  it  provides  a mode  by  which  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  may  be  secured. 

From  the  treasurer’s  report  it  is  ascer- 
tained that  the  sum  of  j$57, 430,7  remain- 
ed in  the  public  treasury  on  the  1 1th  Nov. 
last — from  the  loth  Nov.  18 16  to  that  pe- 
riod the  sum  of  55126,405  had  been  paid 
on  warrants  from  the  Auditor,  and  859, 
800  for  stock  in  the  Bank  of  Kentucky. 
Tne  dividend  on  the  stock  of  the  state  in 
t;ic  Bank  of  Kentucky,  on  the  first  Janu- 
ary last,  amounted  to  S’24,139,  and  on 
the  first  of  July  to  8-4,454. 

Notwithstanding  the  prompt  and  de- 
cisive quietus  given  in  the  lower  house 
to  the  proposition  for  a convention,  Mr. 
Jones  of  Madison,  has  introduced  tne 
subject  in  the  senate : on  his  motion  tne 
propriety  of  granting  leave  to  bring  in 
a bill  to  take  the  sense  of  the  people  as  to 
the  necessity  and  expediency  of  calling  a 
convention,  was  committed  to  a commit- 
tee of  the  whole  house  on  the  state  of  the 
commonwealth. 

Messrs.  Sharpe,  Bibb,  Barr,  W.  Wail, 
Letcher,  Rowan,  Underwood,  Butler  and 
Fletcher)  are  the  committee  on  internal 
improvements. 

A hill  has  passed  almost  unanimously 
(one  dissenting  voice  only)  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  ladies  who  leave  tneir  husbands 
in  consequence  of  cruel  treatment:  it  is 
entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  for  the 
more  speedy  recovery  of  children  or 
wards.”  Tne  law  as  it  now  stands  sub- 
jects the  mother  or  children  in  all  cases 
to  the  control  of  the  husband,  and  inflicts 
a fine  on  any  person  who  affords  them 
protection,  even  a parent.  The  amend- 
ment leaves  the  case  to  the  discretion  of 
a court  and  jury  as  formerly.

No  subject  interests  your  attention 
more,  nor  is  one  more  neglected,  than 
tiiat  of  your  highways.  Strangers  travel- 
ling in  a country,  usually  consider  the 
state  of  its  public  roads  as  evidences  of 
its  industry,  civilization  and  resources. 
What,  tlien,  would  they  think  of  the 
people  of  Fayette  ? Every  avenue  to 
their  seat  of  justice  is,  for  six  mont.is  in 
the  year, almost  impassable.  Scarcely  a 
man,  stranger  or  inhabitant,  fails  to  ex-! 
claim  against  this  Shameful  neglect  of! 
our  public  roads.  Who  tuat  travels  to | 
Winchester,  Pans,  Richmond,  Nicholas-! 
viile,  Versailles,  or  Frankfort,  does  not 
reproach  us  w itn  this  neglect  ? Ail  of  us 
complain;  hut  none  will  undertake  the 
remedy  ; lew  inquire  into  tne  rcai  cans  ■ 
of  tne  evil.  The  object  of  this  address 
is  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject; 
to  point  out  to  you  what  the  writer  con- 
siders the  cause,  and  wnat  tne  propsSq 
remedy.  The  evil  is  in  the  la  vs  relating 
to  tne  public  roads;  Itytnese,  t je  open- 
ing and  keeping  tne  roads  in  oner,  are 
given  in  part  to  the  county  court,  and  ip 


part  to  ths  circuit  court.  The  county 

court  has  power  to  order  roads  to  be 
opened  and  kept  in  repair,  and  to  ap- 
point overseers  and  hands  to  do  the  work  ; 
but  the  power  to  enforce  obedience  to 
their  orders  is  left  v.iththe  circuit  court. 

fence  it  frequently  happens,  that  the 
collisions  between  these  iwojurrsdictions; 
leave  our  roads  without  overseers  or 
hands  to  work  them  : or,  if  they  exist, 
they  do  net  choose  to  obey  the  mandates 
of  the  County  court.  This  can  be  the 
only  excuse  ibr  our  county  court  not  ap- 
pointing overseers  and  allotting  hands 
for  sonit  of  our  roads,  for  two  or  three 
years  past.  In  this  remark,  iio  particu- 
lar cen  ture  is  intended  to  be  cast  upon 
the  county  court.  They  have  much  to 
do,  too  much,  for  which  they  receive  no 
compensation.  It  cannot  be  expected; 
that  v.  ith  the  limited  control  they  have 
over  $!■(  subject,  they  will  or  ought  to  do 
mold.  The  defect  is  in  tne  whole  sys- 
tem ; and  nothing  but  a total  repeal  of 
it  will  answer  trie  purpose. 

I know  the  hazard  every  man  runs, 
who  attacks  an  ancient  usage  or  custom, 
of  Is  ’ing  called  presumptuous.  The 
people  of  Kentucky  have  long  been  accus- 
tomed to  county  levies  and  poll  taxes. 
They  have  long  been  subject  to  being 
called  out,  like  menials,  to  work  on  the 
'Li*-  ys;  but  can  it  be  possible  that 
they  are  attached  to  these  things  f Is  it 
true  that  a people  in  btner  respects  liigh- 
•niiKkri,  still  prefer  t.ie  business  of  work- 
ing On  the  highways  by  compulsion,  and 
that  loo  in  the'  servile  attitude  of  slaves 
ndev  an  ov.  rseer,  to  the  more  rational 
idea  of  having  them  worked  by  voluntary 
labor  It  was  formerly  the  practice  for 
the  Fnglish,  not  only  to  work  the  king’s 
highways,  but  to  work  the  lands  of  tne 
lor  Is  in  discharge  of  their  rents ; but  bv 
a stajute  this  'illainage  was  abolis  ,ed  as 
too  i i ; • for  Englishmen,  an*1  in  place  of 
servile  and  involuntary  labor,  the  lords 
wsrF  only  allowed  to  exact  a reasonable 
rex  it  in  momy.  This  statute  has  been 
hailed  as  a charter  of  emancipation  to 
tig  po"r  of  that  counti  v : andw.,y  should 
it  but  have  been?  Th-  farmer,  by  t.iis 
act,  was  left  free  to  wort;  his  farm,  and 
w r i ; > no  time  degraded  to  tne  rank  of  a 
slit'  ■ to  work  tiiuier  the  over3yer  of  his 
Idl'd,  llis  labor  was  s-.vchtcinid  by  tne 
ceniolation  fast.  its  proceeds  were  his 
os  ii,  and  hot  ano;  .er’s.  T.  is  change 
win,  soon  perceived  to  benefit  the  lord 
tom  ; Ibr  when  he  received  money  in  p!  ice 
of  labor,  he  w s no  longer  dependent 
upon  the  forced  labor  of  his  tenantry, 
ml  of  whom,  from  habit  or  inclination, 
wtre  very  unfit  laborers  ; but,  with  his 
nafhey*  ,ie  could  s.-lcct  these  tint  were 
bol  i willing  and  capable  of  cultivating 
nri  tarnis.  Is  it  not  strange  that  the  le- 
gislature of  trie  state  of  Kentucky,  with 
l.ds. example  before  th.  m,  still  i.np  .s 
upon  their  fellow  citizens  tne  degrada- 
tion of  being,  as  often  as  an  overseer 
plr.ses,  ordered  from  their  farms  and 
business  to  work  upon  t ,e  pit  lie  roads  ? 
Wr-v  mortifying  the  thought  to  the  plain 
h<ft  ,V,t  st  ciuivii,  w..o,  i'rci.  principle1 
or  front'  < finite,  nesses  s no  slave,  that 
nc  is  at  the  will  of  a man  whom  the  law 
makes  his  overseer,  ordered  from  his 
farm  to  the  public  highway,  with  the 
negroes  ,f  the  slave-holders^  at  such 
tinus.  as  long,  and  in  such  manner,  as 
the  overseer  chooses  to  direct  him  ! 
Another,  and  a slid  more  obj  'ctional/Ie 
feature  exists  in  this  system.  It  is  in  the 
exemption  of  tne  siave-nolder  from  this 
servile  labor.  If  a man  own  two  male 
slaye  tithes,  whatever  may  he  his  charac- 
ter, principles  or  habits,  he  is  an  exempt ; 
" ile  j. is  neighbor,  piss.sscd  of  every 
claim  by  nature  and  by  practice,  that  he 
can  nave,  is  compelled  to  labor,  and 
placed  under  the  same  overs  -er  tiiat  these 
two  slaves  work  und  r,  and  this  too  under 
a government  whose  constitutiondcclarcs 
that  all  freemen,  whenthey  form  a social 
compact  are  equal,  and  that  no  man  or 
set  of  men  are  entitled  to  exclusive,  se- 
parate public  emoluments  or  privileges 
from  the  community,  but  in  consideration 
of  public  services. 

t might  enlarge  much  upon  this  part 
of  my  subject.  It  is  fruitful  in  instruc- 
tion. The  disregard  of  t lis  part  of  otir 
constitution  by  our  legislature,  ought  to 
admonish  the  poor  of  tne  country  to  read 
it  more  than  they  do:  and  the  effects  of 
tins  disregard  should  admonish  trie  veal 
friend  to  the  people,  while  legislating 
for  them,  to  more  frequently  compare 
the  statute  witii  the  constitnti  m.
